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MAKE  PROPER  DECISIONS 

What  is  expected  to  be  the  greatest  studentbody  in  Brigham 
Young  University  history  will  register  Friday  and  Saturday.  Esti- 
mates of  enrollment  range  upwards  to  7,000  students.  Of  that  num- 
ber nearly  .half  will  probably  be  freshmen. 

Brigham  Young  University  is  primarily  concerned  with  quality 
and  not  quantity.  But  we  are  happy  to  see  the  increased  enrollment 
as  an  evidence  of  the  widening  influence  of  this  University.  We  feel 
that  the  phenomenal  growth  of  the  University  during  the  past  few 
years  is  due  to  the  quality  of  our  students  and  graduates  and  to  the 
quality  and  foresight  of  our  faculty  and  administrative  leaders. 

Whether  or  not  the  quality  improves  and  the  growth  con- 
tinues at  BYU  depends  largely  upon  the  making  of  proper  deci- 
sions by  every  student.  We  feel  that  we  made  the  proper  decision 
when  we  decided  to  begin  our  college  career  at  BYU.  We  feel 
that  we  made  another  proper  decision  to  continue  our  education 
here  past  the  first,  second,  third,  and  into  the  fourth  year.  We 
are  certain  that  no  freshman,  sophomore,  junior,  or  senior,  need 
ever  regret  his  attendance  at  this  University,  if  he  will  remember 
his  heritage  and  consider  it  to  be  a privilege  to  be  enrolled  here. 

This  University  was  founded  by  a Prophet  of  the  Lord,  Brigham 
Young,  with  the  injunction  that  not  even  the  alphabet  was  to  be 
taught  without  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord.  Prayer  should  be  a vital  part 
of  every  student’s  daily  activity. 

There  are  no  geographical  limits  to  the  observance  of  a strict 
code  of  honor,  integrity  and  honesty.  Cheating,  stealing,  or  law- 
breaking  in  any  form,  on  or  off  campus  are  strictly  “off-limits”  to 
BYU  students. 

To  achieve  the  greatest  success  in  their  college  career  stu- 
dents will  avoid  “snap”  courses.  Students  who  persist  in  enrolling 
in  such  courses,  which  should  be  eliminated  from  the  curriculum, 
will  find  they  will  “snap”  under  the  pressure  of  life,  in  college  or 
away  from  the  campus. 

That  Brigham  Young  University  continue  to  be  the  friendly 
school  with  an  ever-increasing  enrollment  and  ever-improving  quality 
is  our  earnest  desire.  If  every  student  has  that  desire  and  guides  his 
life  accordingly,  BYU  vYill  maintain'  its  rightful  and  destined  place 
among  the  great  learning  centers  of  the  world. 


EDITORS  AND  LETTERS 

At  the  start  of  the  year  we  would  like  to  state  our  policy  con- 
cerning letters  to  the  editor  which  will  appear  in  the  regular  column, 
titled  Safety  Valve.  First  and  most  important,  we  welcome  all  letters, 
both  those  favoring  our  policy  and  those  opposing  it.  However,  we 
would  ask  students  to  make  sure  that  they  realize  what  our  policy  is. 

Most  students  feel  that  everything  found  on  the  editorial  page 
is  paper  policy.  This  is  not  correct.  The  editorial  page  can  be  divided 
into  three  main  sections — editorial,  letters  to  the  editor  and  signed 
columns. 

Editorials  are  written  by  the  editorial  staff,  are  found  in  the 
left  hand  columns  and  are  unsigned.  They  represent  the  policy  of 
the  paper. 

Letters  to  the  editor  are  just  that — letters  written  by  stu- 
dents to  the  editor  commenting  either  upon  editorial  policy  or 
university  affairs.  They  are  signed  by  the  individuals  who  write 
them  and  will  not  be  printed  without  the  name  of  the  writer. 
They  do  not  in  any  way  represent  the  way  the  Universe  feels 
about  any  particular  subject.  Due  to  space  limitations,  letters 
should  not  be  longer  than  200  words. 

Signed  columns  are  somewhere  between  letters  and  editorials. 
All  Universe  columnists  are  responsible  to  the  editorial  staff  for  col- 
umn material,  but  only  to  the  extent  that  if  any  material  seems  en- 
tirely against  paper  policy,  the  Universe  reserves  the  right  to  with- 
hold publication  of  the  offensive  material. 

Columnists  have  considerably  more  freedom  than  editorial  writ- 
ers, but  the  responsibility  for  what  they  write  is  their  own.  All 
columns  are  signed,  and  the  opinions  represent  the  opinions  of  the 
writer.

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Men’s  Housing 
Plans  Okehed 

Brigham  Young  University  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  gave  its  ap- 
proval recently  to  proceed  with 
plans  for  on-campus  housing  for 
800  men,  it  was  announced  by 
Pres.  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 

The  new  residence  housing 
was  announced  in  early  October 
as  part  of  a BYU  expansion  pro- 
gram by  Ben  E.  Lewis,  associate 
secretary-treasurer  in  charge  of 
the  program. 

Tentative  plans  call  for  five 
buildings — one  a central  struc- 
ture to  be  used  for  general  liv- 
ing, and  the  other  four  designed 
with  200  men  to  a building,  as 
previously  announced. 

According  to  Lewis,  at  the 
present  time  the  University  is 
housing  approximately  2300  stu- 
dents. An  estimated  total  of 
3500  to  4000  students  can  be 
housed  in  the  community,  not 
counting  those  students  who  live 
either  at  home  or  with  relatives. 
In  view  of  the  continued  expan- 
sion at  BYU,  more  housing  is 
necessary  if  all  applications  of 
students  desiring  to  attend:  BYU 
are  to  be  accepted,  Lewis  said.

Spanish  Students 
Offered  Awards 

Scholarships  for  study  in  Mex- 
ico during  1955  are  available  to 
graduate  and  undergraduate  stu- 
dents with  a knowledge  of  Span- 
ish. 

The  awards  are  given  through 
the  Mexico-United  States  Com- 
mission on  Cultural  Cooperation 
and  are  for  the  academic  year  be- 
ginning March  1,  1955.

Buck-fever  seemed  to  be  the 
order  of  the  evening  for  the 
Brigham  Young  receiving  de- 
partment as  they  missed  almost 
everything  thrown  by  quarter- 
backs and  lost  to  the  New  Mexi- 
co Lobos  21-12  last  Saturday  eve- 
ning in  the  Y stadium.  Frequent 
fumbles  also  did  little  to  aid  the 
Cougars’  cause. 

The  Cougars  outgunned  the 
Lobos  in  every  department  but 
just  could  not  hang  on  to  the  ball 
and  this  proved  to  be  their  down- 
fall as  the  New  Mexico' team  re- 
covered four  of  the  eight  fumbles 
and  intercepted  three  of  32  BYU 
passes.  Two  of  these  miscues 
were  turned  into  New  Mexico  l 
TD’s. 


Dropped  Strike 

New  Mexico  returned  the  open- 
ing kick  off  to  their  own  34 
where  they  were  held  and  forced 
to  punt.  Phil  Oyler  returned 
Lobo  A.  L.  Terpening’s  punt  to 
the  BYU  10.  After  three  plays 
failed,  Oyler  moved  to  the  32 
behind  excellent  blocking.  The 
Cougars  continued  to  move  until 
they  were  on  the  Lobo  32.  It  was 
here  that  Hank  West,  BYU  quar- 
terback, hit  Dick  Felt,  right  half- 
back, in  the  end  zone  with  a per- 
fect strike,  but  the  ball  squirted 
out  of  Felt’s  arms. 

Two  passes  later  the  ball  was 
intercepted  by  Joe  Lynch  of  New 
Mexico  who  ran  it  up  to  the 
Cougar  27.  A quick  kick  caught 
BYU  flat  footed.  The  ball  rolled 
dead  on  the  Cougar  34. 

Don  James  rambled  to  the  Cou 
gar  43  and  then  quarterback  Ron 


Bean  punted  a beauty  which  trav- 
eled 43  yards;  out  of  bounds  on 
the  Lobo  14  yard  line. 

Lobo  Break 
West’s  fumble  on  an  attempted 
pass  resulted  in  New  Mexico  re- 
covering on  the  Y 26.  From  here 
a series  of  pass  and  running 
plays  resulted  in  a Lobo  TD.  Ray 
Guerette  place  kicked  the  first 
of  three  conversions,  and  the 
score  was  7 to  0. 

BYU’s  first  score  came  on  a 
third  down  pass  to  left  half  WilJ 
Stolworthy  after  a West  to  Men 
denhall  pass  set  up  the  play.
